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Abstract of JP 1 1 055407 (A) 
PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To easily and surely 
receive an emergent call from a vehicle or the like by 
retrieving subscriber information such as an address 
of a subscriber corresponding to an entered 
telephone number at a high speed with a high 
efficiency. SOLUTION: Upon the receipt of -a 
telephone number, a file open processing section 21 
of a subscriber information retrieval section 2 
retrieves a subscriber information storage section 3 
to open a subscriber information file 31 whose file 
name is a character string of a 'toll station number + 
local station number' in the telephone number. A 
block read processing section 22 extracts upper 3- 
digits of the subscriber number to read a 
corresponding block in the opened subscriber 
information file 31.; A record acquisition section 23 
extracts the least significant digit of the subscriber 
number from the block read by the block read 
processing section 22, specifies a record whose 
record number corresponds to.the least significant 
digit and then acquires the subscriber information. A 
map display processing section 4 displays the 
• subscriber information together with a map.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention]This invention relates to the place-of-dispatch search method and system with which 
subscriber information including a member name and a subscriber address is searched at high speed from the 
telephone number which is built over the system with which subscriber information is searched by making a 
telephone number into input especially is inputted. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art]For example, the emergency dial of the emergency call to a fire department or the 
emergency call to a police station is used. This kind of emergency dial is performed when generating a fire, an 
emergency case, a wounded person, an accident, or a crime. When a fire department or a police station receives 
an emergency dial, they has to start a suitable emergency vehicle promptly and has to dispatch the spot 
promptly. As an emergency vehicle, by jurisdiction of a fire department, there is an ambulance in the case of 
generating of the motor fire engine in the case of an outbreak of a fire and an emergency case, or a wounded 
person, and there are police vehicles, such as a police car in the case of generating of an accident or a crime 
and an accident processing vehicle, by jurisdiction of a police station. 

[0003]When receiving such an emergency dial in a fire department or a police station, it must be urgent and the 
spot to which an emergency vehicle should be dispatched promptly must be grasped. However, there is that it is 
difficult for an applicant (i.e., the notifier itself) to often give correctly the place which mind is frightened to 
death and is demanding the emergency vehicle in an emergency. If the place to which an emergency vehicle 
should be dispatched cannot be grasped correctly, the emergency vehicle cannot reach to the spot and cannot 
perform appropriate treatment. 

[0004] However, in many cases, the report itself is performed by telephone near the spot. 

Even if the notifier is frightened to death, it is comparatively easy to check a telephone number. 

And in the system which reports a calling source telephone number to an addressee, it is also possible like 

calling telephone number display service to input into the sending agency search system of a receiver the calling 

source telephone number automatically transmitted via a switchboard. Then, a telephone directory etc. are 

searched, a member's subscriber information, i.e., member name, an address, etc. corresponding to the telephone 

number are promptly acquired from such a telephone number, and to pinpoint the spot is desired. 

[0005]Thus, the art of searching subscriber information from a telephone number is indicated without JP 5- 

1 30235A JP.5-1 9 1 504,A, JP,6-23 1 020, A, and JP.8-1 90555,A. 

[0006]The art which retrieves and downloads a name etc. from a database based on a telephone number is 

indicated by JP.5-1 30235.A. The art which acquires a member name and an address from the 1st database 

based on a telephone number, searches the 2nd database from the address and acquires the map near 

[ concerned ] the address is indicated by JP.5-191504A In JP,6-231020,A, main class address information is 

searched from the 1st database based on a telephone number, The art which searches inside classification 

address information from the 2nd database, acquires a member name and an address, searches the 2nd database 

from the address and acquires the map near [ concerned ] the address is indicated. JP,8-190555,A is asked for 

the address code of an address applicable from the outskirts of a city and a local office number, and the art 

outputted as address information, such as a notation of an address and reading, from an address code is 

indicated. 

[0007] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, when searching an address from a telephone number, the 
art which accelerates search of a database is not touched on to JP,5-130235,A and JP,5-191504,A. After 
searching main class address information, while belonging to the retrieved main class address, it is necessary to 
choose classification address information as JP,6-231020,A, and an address perfect at high speed cannot be 
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searched to it In the method indicated by JP.8-1 90555 A since only the long-distance number and local office 
number of a telephone number are used, an exact address cannot be distinguished. In order to use an address 
code as a pseudo code, search takes time. 

[0008]Therefpre t even if it uses the art indicated by these articles, it cannot contribute to improvement in the 
speed of search of a database. About the database of the subscriber address corresponding to a telephone 
number, one specific member must be searched from the telephone number tens of millions of affairs are also 
referred to. Thus, when searching one specific member's address from much data, in the conventional general 
retrieval system, search takes time and an emergency vehicle cannot hasten at the spot. 
[0009]This invention was made in view of the situation mentioned above, and can search the subscriber 
information of the subscriber address corresponding to the telephone number inputted, etc. at high speed 
efficient, and an object of an invention is to provide the place-of-dispatch search method and system which 
make it possible to receive an emergency vehicle etc. easily and exactly. An object of this invention is to provide 
the place-of-dispatch search method and system which can distinguish an emergency and a telephone number 
automatically and can distinguish the information on that address from that telephone number at high speed 
[0010] 

[Means for Solving the Problem]In order to attain the above-mentioned purpose, a place-of-dispatch search 
system by the 1 st viewpoint of this invention, A high-order-digit portion which consists of two or more figures of 
a higher rank of a telephone number including a number which consist of a character string of a beam is made 
into a file name, A middle girder section which consists of two or more figures of a digit number below said high- 
order-digit portion of a medium which adjoins said high-order-digit portion of this telephone number is made into 
a block number, And as a direct access file which stored subscriber information which includes a member name 
and a subscriber address in each record by making into a record number a low order digit portion which is the 
lowest, single or more figures that acfloins said middle girder section of this telephone number, and consists of a 
beam of a digit number below said middle girder section, A subscriber information storing means which stores 
said subscriber information corresponding to said telephone number, Said subscriber information storing means 
is accessed based on said telephone number inputted by telephone number input means which inputs said 
telephone number, and said telephone number input means, A block reading means which reads a block which 
makes a block number said middle girder section of a file opened by a file open means and this file open means 
of opening a file which makes a file name said high-order-digit portion of this telephone number, And it has a 
record specifying means which takes out subscriber information which specifies a record which makes a record 
number said low order digit portion of a block read by this block reading means, and is registered into this record, 
A subscriber information search means to search and acquire subscriber information corresponding to said 
telephone number from said subscriber information storing means, and a subscriber information output means 
which outputs said subscriber information acquired by said subscriber information search means are provided. 
[001 1]In this place-of-dispatch search system, storing and a retrieval system of subscriber information data are 
set up in order to raise retrieval effectiveness. For this reason, subscriber information of a subscriber address 
corresponding to a telephone number inputted as the place of dispatch, etc. can be searched at high speed 
efficient, and a position of this place of dispatch can be grasped exactly. 

[0012]Said subscriber information storing means may use as said high-order-digit portion a portion which 
consists of a long-distance number and a local office number, may use a portion except the single figure of the 
lowest of a subscribers number as said middle girder section, and may contain a means to constitute said direct 
access file by using the single figure of the lowest of a subscriber's number as said low order digit portion. 
[001 3]A place-of-dispatch; search system by the 2nd viewpoint of this invention, An address information table 
which used as a table address information for every high-order-digit portion which consists of two or more 
figures of a higher rank of a telephone number including a number which consist of a character string of a beam 
is stored, And a subscriber information storing means which stores a subscriber information table which stored 
subscriber information which contains portions other than a member name and address information for said 
eyery high-order-digit portion of a subscriber address by using said telephone number as a key for said every 
high-order-digit portion, Based on said telephone number inputted by telephone number input means which 
inputs said telephone number, and said telephone number input means, From said address information table 
stored in said subscriber information storing means, and a subscriber information table, with a relational database 
method A subscriber information search means containing a database management means to acquire subscriber 
information corresponding to said telephone number, and a subscriber information output means which outputs 
subscriber information acquired by said subscriber information search means are provided. 
[0014]This place-of-dispatch search system has also set up storing and a retrieval system of subscriber 
information data so that it may raise retrieval effectiveness. For this reason, subscriber information of a 
subscriber address corresponding to a telephone number inputted as the place of dispatch, etc. can be searched 
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at high speed efficient, and a position of this place of dispatch can be grasped exactly. 
[0015]Said subscriber information storing means may contain a means to constitute said address information 
table and said subscriber information table by using as said high-order-digit portion a portion which consists of a 
long-distance number and a local office number of said telephone number. 

[0016]Said subscriber information output means may include a map display means which displays a map which 
attached an index which shows a part equivalent to a subscriber address. acquired by said subscriber information 
search means. 

[0017]Said telephone number input means may contain a switchboard which has a message-seriahnumber 
informing function of a telephone office. 

[0018]Said subscriber information storing means map coordinate information corresponding to a subscriber 
address as subscriber information including a means to store and said subscriber information output means, A 
map display means which displays a map which attached an index which shows map coordinates corresponding 
to a subscriber address acquired by said subscriber information search means may be included. 
[0019]Especially when a place-of-dispatch search system of this invention constitutes an emergency call 
system, it is effective. In this case, for example, said telephone number input means inputs a telephone number 
contained in an emergency call from a telephone switchboard, and this call, and a subscriber information output 
means directs start of an emergency vehicle etc. based on searched subscriber information. 
[0020]A place-of-dispatch search method by the 3rd viewpoint of this invention, A high-order-digit portion 
which consists of two or more figures of a higher rank of a telephone number including a number which consist 
of a character string of a beam is made into a file name, A middle girder section which consists of two or more 
figures of a digit number below said high-order-digit portion of a medium which adjoins said high-order-digit 
portion of this telephone number is made into a block number, And as a direct access file which stored 
subscriber information which includes a member name and a subscriber address in each record by making into a 
record number a low order digit portion which is the lowest, single or more figures that adjpins said middle girder 
section of this telephone number, and consists of a beam of a digit number below said middle girder section, A 
subscriber information storing step which stores said subscriber information corresponding to said telephone 
number in a subscriber information storage, Said subscriber information storage is accessed based on said 
telephone number inputted at a telephone number input step which inputs said telephone number, and said 
telephone number input step, File OPENSTEP which opens a file which makes a file name said high-order-digit 
portion of this telephone number, and a block reading step which reads a block which makes a block number said 
middle girder section of a file opened by this file OPENSTEP, A record acquisition step which acquires 
subscriber information which specifies a record which makes a record number said low order digit portion of a 
block read at this block reading step, and is registered into this record, It has a file closing step which closes a 
file opened by said file OPENSTEP, and a subscriber information output step which outputs said subscriber 
information acquired by said record acquisition step. 

[0021]This place-of-dispatch search method has set up storing and a retrieval system of subscriber information 
data so that it may raise retrieval effectiveness. For this reason, subscriber information of a subscriber address 
corresponding to a telephone number inputted as the place of dispatch, etc. can be searched at high speed 
efficient, and a position of this place of dispatch can be grasped exactly. 

[0022]Said subscriber information storing step uses as said high-order-digit portion a portion which consists of a 
long-distance number and a local office number, A portion except the single figure of the lowest of a 
subscriber's number may be used as said middle girder section, and a step which constitutes said direct access 
file by using the single figure of the lowest of a subscriber's number as said low order digit portion may be 
included. 

[0023]Said subscriber information output step may contain a map display step which displays a map which 
attached an index which shows a part equivalent to a subscriber address acquired by said record acquisition 
step. 

[0024]Said subscriber information storing step map coordinate information corresponding to a subscriber 
address as subscriber information including a step to store and said subscriber information output step, A map 
display step which displays a map which attached an index which shows map coordinates corresponding to a 
subscriber address acquired by said record acquisition step may be included. 

[0025]A place-of-dispatch search method by the 4th viewpoint of this invention, An address information table 
which used as a table address information for every high-order-digit portion which consists of two or more 
figures of a higher rank of a telephone number including a number which consist of a character string of a beam, 
And a subscriber information storing step which stores in a subscriber information storage a subscriber 
information table which stored subscriber information which contains portions other than a member name and 
address information for said every high-order-digit portion of a subscriber address by using said telephone 
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number as a key for said every high-order-digit portion, Based on said telephone number inputted at a telephone 
number input step which inputs said telephone number, and said telephone number input step, From said address 
information table stored in said subscriber information storage, and a subscriber information table, by database 
management by a relational database method. It has a subscriber information searching step which acquires 
subscriber information corresponding to said telephone number, and a subscriber information output step which 
outputs subscriber information acquired by said subscriber information searching step: 
[0026]This place-of-dispatch search method has also set up storing and a retrieval system of subscriber 
information data so that it may raise retrieval effectiveness. For this reason, subscriber information of a 
subscriber address corresponding to a telephone number inputted as the place of dispatch, etc. can be searched 
at high speed efficient, and a position of this place of dispatch can be grasped exactly. 

[0027]Said subscriber information storing step may contain a step which constitutes said address information 
table and said subscriber information table by using as said high-order-digit portion a portion which consists of a 
long-distance number and a local office number of said telephone number. 

[0028]Said subscriber information output step may contain a map display step which displays a map which 
attached an index which shows a part equivalent to a subscriber address acquired by said subscriber information 
searching step. 

[0029]Said subscriber information storing step map coordinate information corresponding to a subscriber 
address as subscriber information including a step to store and said subscriber information output step, A map 
display step which displays a map which attached an index which shows map coordinates corresponding to a 
subscriber address acquired by said subscriber information searching step may be included. 
[0030]A program for realizing a place-oFdispatch search method and a system of this invention, An above- 
mentioned method and a system may be realized by storing data etc. in recording media, such as a floppy disk 
and CD-ROM, distributing them, installing this in a computer or a computer system and performing it 
[0031] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Hereafter, this embodiment of the invention is described with reference to 
drawings. 

[0032]First, with reference to drawing 1 - drawing 3 . the place-of-dispatch search system concerning a 1st 
embodiment of this invention is explained. Drawing 1 shows the composition of the place-of-dispatch search 
system concerning a 1st embodiment of this invention. The place-of-dispatch search system shown in drawing 1 
is provided with the switchboard 1, the subscriber information retrieval part 2 f the subscriber information storage 
3, and the map display treating part 4. 

[0033]The message-serial-number informing function used for the system which reports a sending agency 
number like calling line identification presentation service to the addressee side, for example is used for the 
switchboard 1 f and it is installed in a telephone office etc. The switchboard 1 outputs the telephone number of a 
sending agency, and inputs it into this place-of-dispatch search system. When the telephone number of 
switchboard's 1 dispatch origin cannot be outputted, or when a report etc. are made from the part distant 
distantly from the spot, the telephone number of the spot cannot be inputted from the switchboard 1. In 
consideration of such a case, the telephone number input part by manual operation may be provided separately. 
That is, when the telephone number input part by manual operation is provided, the telephone number of the 
spot is heard from a notifier at the time of reception of a report etc., and the telephone number is inputted into 
a system by a telephone number input part. 

[0034]The subscriber information storage 3 matches and stores subscriber information including the member 
name and subscriber address corresponding to a telephone number and its telephone number. This subscriber 
information storage 3 may be combined with the subscriber information retrieval part 2 via a network etc. A 
telephone number is constituted by the character string of a letter symbol including a number or a number, and, 
generally consists of the long-distance number, a local office number, and a subscriber's number. In this case, 
when it sets up among the target telephone numbers according to the maximum digit number and a digit number 
is less than the maximum digit number, the digit number of a telephone number buries the top by "0", and 
arranges the least significant digit side. Therefore, as shown, for example in drawing 2 , when a telephone number 
is made into all the 10 figures, 4 figures of low ranks always serve as a subscriber's number, and top 6 figures 
comprises "0" which buried shortage of a long-distance number, a local office number, and a digit number. 
[0035]That is, the subscriber information storage 3 stores two or more subscriber information files 31. What is 
called a direct access file that makes a file name the character string of 6 figures of top of the high-order-digit 
portion of a telephone number, for example, a "long-distance number + local office number", as the subscriber 
information file 31 shows drawing_2 details, That is, it is constituted as a file accessed with a direct access 
method (DAM:Direct AccessMethod), and only the number of the "long-distance number + local office numbers" 
of the whole subscriber information for such a subscriber information file 31 is created. A direct access file is a 
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file which it is constituted by blocked record and can be accessed at random with a direct access method 
without index access (a kind of indirect access). 

[0036]The middle girder section of a telephone number, for example, figures of a subscriber's number triple 
[top ], each subscriber information file 31, That is, it is blocked by total of 1000 blocks which make "000" to 
999" a block number, and each block comprises ten records which make the low order digit portion of a 
subscriber's number, for example, lowest single figure "0"- "9" the record number which shows the record 
relative position within a block. The subscriber information of a member name, a subscriber address, etc. is 
stored in such each record, and the subscriber information file 31 is constituted. Although a high-order-digit 
portion, a middle girder section, and a low order digit portion may be set up in addition to the digit number 
mentioned above, respectively at this time, it is more desirable than the digit number of a low order digit portion 
to set up many digit numbers [ many / and ] of a high-order-digit portion for the digit number of a middle girder 
section rather than a middle girder section. 

[0037]The subscriber information retrieval part 2 searches each subscriber information file 31 of the subscriber 
information storage 3 by using as a key the telephone number inputted from the switchboard 1 , and acquires the 
thing corresponding to the telephone number into which it was inputted of the subscriber information including 
the member name and subscriber address which were stored in the subscriber information file 31. That is, the 
subscriber information retrieval part 2 has the file open treating part 21, the block read processing section 22, 
the record acquisition part 23, and the result output part 24. 

[0038]The file open treating part 21 accesses the subscriber information storage 3 based on the high-order-digit 
portion which consists of a "long-distance number + local office number" of the telephone number inputted from 
the switchboard 1, and opens the subscriber information file 31 which makes a high-order-digit portion a file 
name. The block read processing section 22 reads the block of the block number which corresponds to the 
middle girder section which consists of figures of the subscriber's number of the inputted telephone number 
triple [ top ] from the subscriber information file 31 opened by the file open treating part 21 from the subscriber 
information file 31. 

[0039]The record acquisition part 23 acquires the member name and address of the record of the record number 
applicable to the low order digit portion which consists of a single figure low rank of a telephone number, i.e., an 
applicable member, from the block read by the block read processing section 22. As already stated, the 
subscriber information file 31 opened till then is closed by the file open treating part 21 after acquisition of the 
subscriber information by this record acquisition part 23. The result output part 24 outputs the subscriber 
information acquired, the search results 23, i.e., the record acquisition part, of subscriber information. 
[0040]Based on the subscriber information outputted from the result output part 24 of the subscriber 
information retrieval part 2, the map display treating part 4, The map near the this subscriber address that gave 
the index to the position applicable to the subscriber address based on the subscriber information concerned, 
i.e., the spot, is displayed on a display, and is printed out with a printer if needed. For this reason, a map is 
beforehand prepared for the map display treating part 4, arid it stores in it so that it can access based on a 
subscriber address. Or the map display treating part 4 may enable search of the map information currently 
prepared outside by a network course based on a subscriber address. 

[0041]The map display treating part 4 may unite and point to start of emergency vehicles, such as an ambulance 
and a motor fire engine. 

[0042]The subscriber information which is acquired corresponding to the inputted telephone number and is 
outputted from the result output part 24 of the subscriber information retrieval part 2 for example, a subscriber 
address, Instead of carrying out a map display by the map display treating part 4, it only displays on a display as 
a character string, or it prints out with a printer, and may be made to use. Beforehand, include the map 
coordinate information corresponding to a subscriber address in subscriber information, store it in the subscriber 
information file 31 of the subscriber information storage 3, and the map display treating part 4, It may be made 
to display the index which shows the map and subscriber address position near the subscriber address based on 
this map coordinate information. 

[0043]The subscriber information retrieval part 2 and the map display treating part 4 are arranged at a fire 
department, a police station, etc., and an emergency vehicle departs from them according to directions of the 
map display treating part 4, for example. 

[0044]Next, operation of the place-of-dispatch search system shown in drawin g 1 is explained with reference to 
the flow chart shown in drawing 3 . 

[0045]Two or more subscriber information files 31 which consist of a direct access file which makes it a file 
name, the high-order-digit portion, i.e., a "long-distance number + local office number", of a telephone number, 
are stored in the subscriber information storage 3. The subscriber information file 31 is stored about all the the 
target "long-distance number + local office numbers." 
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[0046] A start of processing will input a telephone number from the switchboard 1 (Step S1). When a telephone 
number is inputted, the file open treating part 21 of the subscriber information retrieval part 2, The subscriber 
information storage 3 is searched and the subscriber information file 31 which makes a file name the high-order- 
digit portion of a telephone number and the character string which is got blocked and consists of a component 
of a "long-distance number + local office number" is opened (Step S2). This is the 1st access from the 
subscriber information retrieval part 2 to the subscriber information storage 3. 

[0047]Next, the block read processing section 22 of the subscriber information retrieval part 2 extracts the 
middle girder section (upper 3 figure of a subscriber's number) of an inputted telephone number, and accesses 
and reads the corresponding block in the opened subscriber information file 31 (Step S3). This is the 2nd access 
from the subscriber information retrieval part 2 to the subscriber information storage 3. The record acquisition 
part 23 out of the block read by the block read processing section 22. The low order digit portion of an inputted 
telephone number, i.e., the least significant digit of a subscriber's number, is extracted, a record is specified as a 
record number which wants to actually search this (step S4), and the subscriber information of the information 
on the record concerned, i.e., a member name, a subscriber address, etc. is acquired (Step S5). 
[0048]Next, the file open treating part 21 closes the subscriber information file 31 opened at Step S2 (Step S6). 
This is the 3rd access from the subscriber information retrieval part 2 to the subscriber information storage 3. 
The result output part 24 outputs the subscriber information acquired at Step S5 (Step S7), and the map display 
treating part 4 displays the part corresponding to subscriber information with a map (Step S8). Directions 
required for start of emergency vehicles, such as an ambulance and a motor fire engine, are emitted if needed. 
An emergency vehicle departs according to these directions. Then, processing is ended. 

[0049]Thus, access frequency, such as a disk of the subscriber information storage 3 required in order to search 
one specific member out of the member of millions of affairs, for example like an Osaka in the city, can be 
managed with only 3 times. Therefore, the subscriber information for which it wishes can be searched with very 
small access frequency, 

[0050]Next, with reference to drawing 4 - drawing 6 . the place-of-dispatch search system concerning a 2nd 
embodiment of this invention is explained. 

[0051] Drawing 4 shows typically the composition of the place-of-dispatch search system concerning a 2nd 
embodiment of this invention. The place-of-dispatch search system shown in drawing 4 is provided with the 
same switchboard 1 as drawing 1, and the map display treating part 4, further, was replaced with the subscriber 
information retrieval part 2 and the subscriber information storage 3 of drawing 1 . and is provided with the 
different subscriber information retrieval part 5 and the subscriber information storage 6 from these. In the 
place-of-dispatch search system of drawing 4, it is different from drawing 1 in that what is called a relational 
database system (DBMS:Database Management System), i.e., a database management system, is used for search 
of subscriber information. 

[0052]The message-serial-number informing function used for the system which reports a sending agency 
number like calling line identification presentation service to the addressee side is used for the switchboard 1 
installed in a telephone office etc. The switchboard 1 outputs the telephone number of a sending agency, and 
inputs it into this place-of-dispatch search system. The telephone number input part by manual operation may 
be provided separately. 

[0053]The subscriber information storage 6 stores two or more address information subscriber information 
tables 61 and 62. The address information table 61 makes the portion (telephone number 1) which consists of a 
long-distance number and a local office number as shown, the high-order-digit portion, for example, drawing 5 . of 
a telephone number, correspond, and stores address information (address 1). This address information is the 
area information corresponding to a local office number, for example. The subscriber information table 62 stores 
the remainder (address 2), for example, the address portion, and the corresponding map coordinates of a member 
name and a subscriber address by using as a key the telephone number containing a high-order-digit portion 
(telephone number 1) and a low order digit portion (telephone number 2), for example, a subscribers number 
portion. 

[0054]The subscriber information retrieval part 5 processes the stored information of the subscriber information 
storage 6 as what is called a relational database, and has the database manager 51 which builds, what is called a 
relational database system, i.e., a database management system. 

[0055]As the database manager 51 shows drawing 5 . based on the information on two or more address 
information subscriber information tables 61 and 62 of the subscriber information storage 6, The query view 51 A 
which makes a component the high-order-digit portion (telephone number 1: long-distance number + local office 
number) of a telephone number, the low order digit portion (telephone number 2: subscriber's number) of a 
telephone number, a member name, address information (address 1), address information (address 2), and map 
coordinates is created. 
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[0056]This query view 51 A uses the high-order-digit portion (telephone number 1) of a telephone number as a 
key from the address information table 61, Extract address information (address 1) and from the subscriber 
information table 62 corresponding to the high-order-digit portion (telephone number 1) of a telephone number, 
It has composition which extracts the high-order-digit portion (telephone number 1: long-distance number + 
local office number) of a telephone number, the low order digit portion (telephone number 2: subscriber's 
number) of a telephone number, a member name, address information (address 2), and map coordinates. In this 
case, search of the subscriber information based on the telephone number in the database manager 51 is 
performed via the query view 51 A. 

[0057]The subscriber information searched via the query view 51 A i.e., a member name, a subscriber address 
(address information (address 1) + address information (address 2)), and map coordinates are outputted as 
search results from the database manager 51. 

[0058]The map display treating part 4 displays the map near the subscriber address which gave the index to the 
map coordinates position based on the subscriber information concerned based on the subscriber information 
outputted from the database manager 51, i.e., the spot, on a display, and prints it out if needed. For this reason, 
map information is beforehand prepared for the map display treating part 4, and it stores in it so that it can 
access based on a subscriber address. Or the map display treating part 4 enables search of the map information 
currently prepared outside by the network course based on the subscriber address. 
[0059]The member name and subscriber address of subscriber information which are outputted from the 
database manager 51 of the subscriber information retrieval part 5, Instead of carrying out a map display by the 
map display treating part 4, it only displays on a display as a character string, or it prints out with a printer, and 
may be made to use. Beforehand, in ***♦, include the map coordinate information corresponding to a subscriber 
address in subscriber information, store it in the subscriber information table 62 of the subscriber information 
storage 6, and the map display treating part 4. Although the index which shows the map and subscriber address 
position near the subscriber address was displayed based on this map coordinate information, map coordinates 
are not included in subscriber information and the map display treating part 4 may be made to perform a map 
display only from a subscriber address. 

[0060]Next, operation of the place-of-dispatch search system shown in drawing 4 is explained with reference to 
the flow chart shown in drawing 6 . 

[0061]The address information table 61 which made the subscriber information storage 6 equivalent to the 
portion (telephone number 1) which consists of a long-distance number and a local office number like the high- 
order-digit portion of a telephone number, for example, drawing 5 . and stored address information (address 1), 
The high-order-digit portion (telephone number 1) and the subscriber information table 62 which stored the 
address portion (address 2) and the corresponding map coordinates of the member name and the subscriber 
address are stored by using as a key the telephone number containing the low order digit portion (telephone 
number 2) which consists of subscriber's numbers. 

[0062]a telephone number inputs from the switchboard 1 — having (Step S11) — the database manager 51 of 
the subscriber information retrieval part 5 searches the address information subscriber information table 61 and 
62 of the subscriber information storage 6 via the query view 51 A (Step S1 2). As a result of search of Step SI 2, 
the database manager 51 as subscriber information corresponding to the high-order-digit portion (telephone 
number 1) and low order digit portion (telephone number 2) of a telephone number. For example, the map 
coordinates corresponding to the subscriber address and it which consist of address portions (address 2) of a 
member name, address information (address 1), and a subscriber address, etc. are acquired (Step S 13) and 
subscriber information is outputted (Step S14). The map display treating part 4 displays the part corresponding 
to a subscriber address with a map based on the subscriber address and map coordinates which were outputted 
(Step S15). Directions required for start of emergency vehicles, such as an ambulance and a motor fire engine, 
are emitted if needed. An emergency vehicle departs according to these directions. Then, processing is ended ' 
[0063JThus, the subscriber information for which it wishes can be efficiently searched promptly by the database 
manager 51 using a database management system. Namely, in the subscriber information storage 6, the 
subscriber information table 62 which stores subscriber information by using a telephone number as a key 
divides the table for every long-distance number for improvement in the speed. The address information table 61 
was formed as an independent table which is different in the subscriber information table 62 for normalization. 
On the occasion of sending agency search, by searching via query view 51 A, application programs (AP) are one 
search directions from a telephone number, and can acquire subscriber information. What is necessary is just to 
include the whole subscriber address in a subscriber information table, when normalization of a table is 
unnecessary. 

[0064]The place-of-dispatch search system of this invention can be realized using the usual computer system, 
without constituting as a system for exclusive use. For example, the place-of-dispatch search system which 
http://ww4.ipdl.inpit.go.jp/cgi-bin/fr^ 2008/12/05 
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performs above-mentioned processing can be built by installing a program from the media (a floppy disk, CD- 
ROM, etc.) which stored the program for performing above-mentioned operation in the computer system. The 
program concerned is stored in media, such as a hard disk within a computer system, and constitutes a place- 
of-dispatch search system, and execution is presented with it by installation. The medium for supplying a 
program to a computer may be a storage of a broad sense which contains the communication media etc. which 
hold information, including a program etc., temporarily and fluidly not only like a storage in a narrow sense but 
like a communication line, a communication network, and a communications system. 
[0065]For example, the program concerned is'registered into the FTP (File TransferProtocol) server on 
communication networks, such as the Internet, It may distribute to an FTP client via a network, and a program 
may be registered into the electronic bulletin board (BBS:Bulletin Board System) of a communication network, 
etc., and this may be distributed via a network. And above-mentioned processing can be attained by starting this 
program and performing under control of OS (Operating System). Above-mentioned processing can be attained 
also by carrying out starting execution, transmitting a program via a communication network 
[0066] 

[Effect of the Invention]As explained above, according to this invention, the subscriber information of the 
subscriber address corresponding to the telephone number inputted, etc. can be searched at high speed 
efficient, and the place-of-dispatch search method and system which make it possible to receive an emergency 
vehicle etc. easily and exactly can be provided. An above-mentioned place-of-dispatch search method and 
system can be provided with the storage of this invention using a computer.
